i Collier Storstad to to Blame For Not Action Enough tn the Office Claim of Slayer Wh Who Shot Man 


Loss of a Thousand Lives 


The admiralty court at Montreal held 
the collier Storstad responsible for 
the collision with the liner Em- 
press of Ireland in the St. Lawrence 
Tiver May 29, 1914, an accident 
which cost approximately 1000 lives 
in the sinking ’of the liner with nearly 
all aboard, No blame is attached to 
captain or crew of the liner by the 
court. 

The decision was given in a suit 
brought by the Canadian Pacific rail- 
Way against the owners of the Stor- 
stad for $2,000,000 damages for the 
loss of the liner. The amount of dam- 
ages, the court held, is to be assessed 
later. 

Specific blame for thé crash is 
placed on the shoulders of Alfred 
Tuftnenes, first officer of the 
Storstad. Jadge Dunlop found that 
he had caused the collision by alter- 
ing the course of his vessel after ity 
was shut out from view of the Bm- 
press of Ireland by tlie fog.

do not produce exactly the same slogan, 
and yet it is so near like that upon 
which the contest was made against 
Blaine in 1884, they have a peculiar 
significance to students of political 
affairs.. At this time they seem to 
stand for “Rum,.Romanism, and Re- 
ligion”, and it is natural to wonder 
whether there is as much force in the 
suggestive ideas carried by these three 
letters in 1915 as marked their entrance 
into American politics in 1884. 

Perhaps it is wise that the nation 
should go to prohibition. Certainly 
it would be wise for the nation to go to 
prohibition if prohibition could be 
made workable and actually prohibit. 
The writer is willing to acknowledge 
that he becomes more interested in the 
campaign and more aroused as to its 
importance as the days go by. The 
number of sane, intelligent men who 
are adding their influence to promoting 
the cause of-prohibition is one of the 
most significant incidents of the times, 
and as a moral question with tremendous 
importance in its relation to the citizen- 
ship of this country, the American men 
and women have got to face it just as 
courageously if they are opposed, as 
they do if in favor. But how about 
Rum as the-first of the three R’s in its 
relation to the political situation? One 
of the State’s most distinguished. citi+ 
zens has announced hie will 
become a candidate for high- office on 
the issue of national prohibition: Thrice 
the Governor of the Commonwealth, 
Mr. Foss believes that he might be 
elected again on this one issue alone 
without any reference to the character 
of service he rendered before, which his 
friends believe was of a very high order.

The third R in its reference to re- 
ligion is made peculiarly interesting for 
the people of Massachusetts through 
the unwarranted and frequently nau- 
seating newspaper publications of the 
antits performed by one of the great mod- 
ern religious freaks.

What a Beekeeper Has to do 


Where the business of beekeepi be ing is 
a speciality, where a beekee keeps as 


many hives as can profitably find pas- 
ture on the flowers that grow within two 
miles, where he often has several yards a 


few miles apart to cover all the flowers 
of a town or two, it is considered un- 
neighborly for another man to start bee 


‘| keeping on a large scale within a bee’s 


flight of the first man’s yards. But 
where very few bees are'kept anyhow, 
newcomers are welcome; the appearance 
of a new beekeeper is a positive benefit 
not only to the neighboring gardens and 
orchards but to the other pers as 
well. In the gipsy moth region of Mass- 
achusetts, with its reckless spraying (for 
when the spray man comes around and 
sprays his arsenate over bushes of small 
fruits intended for human food, without 
giving the householder any warning to 
cover his fruits beforehand or to be caut- 
ious about their use afterward, except 

that next day the routine sign “Do not 
let cattle pasture under these trees”’ is 
put up, I submit that “reckless” is not 
the wrong prone ier the hives 
in spring, there is little danger that there 
will be too many bees. 

Therefore any beekeeper hereabouts 
will be glad to see his neighbor make a 
start, provided the neighbor will do his 
best to observe a very short code of 
neighborly duties. They are these: 

Don’t let any contagious diséase, 
particularly either of the two known as 
foul brood, get into your hives; and if 
any does, then get it thoroughly cleaned 
out as soon as you can. 

Don’t let your bees get to robbing. 

If the bee inspector comes around, 
don’t be grouchy at his looking over your 
hives, but facilitate his work, and be 
willing to take good advice from him. 

Don’t set your hive so close to the side 
walk that people on the sidewalk will 
get stung and make bees unpopular in the 
neighborhood. 

A piece of advice almost necessary to 
the observation of these rules, and still 
more necessary to the successful manage- 
ment of bees, is that you have a reliable 
book of diréctions. Such books are to be 
had at different prices from $2.50 down 
to a dime or to the booklet of free advice 
sent out for a purposes; of 
course the cheapest are not the most 
thorough. Leaflets on different parts of 
the business are also issued by the state 
and national departments of agriculture; 
the list of titles will be sent from Wash- 
ington for @ postal card, and your Con- 
gressman will get you any titles that you 
want free, if you think that that is due to 
you as @ taxpayer. Magazines on bee- 
keeping cost a dollar a year, with very 
favorable opportunities to cut the price 
down by club offers. 

In order to be able to attend to things 
inside the hive you need a movable frame 
hive. A movable-frathé hive is ‘one 
from which you ean at any time lift out 
any comb and look it over without smash 
ing up the combs. A hive that has had 
movable frames put into it and then has 
had the bees to fasten them all to- 
gether with criss-cross combs is ‘hot a 
movable-frame hive. To make the bees 
build the combs as you want them, in the 
frames and not atross from frame to 
frame, you must start each comb with 
a piece of foundation. This might be 
simply a very thin strip of beeswax an 
inch wide hanging down all along the top 
of the framé, in the middle between the 
edges of the top; but that would be too 
much trouble—nobody now, who pre- 
tends to be up-to-date. uses anything 
but machine-made foundation, which 
has the shapes for the bottoms of the 
cells stamped into wax. The bees will 
take this wax for a starter and build it 
out into first-class comb. It has to be 
of perfectly pure beeswax; if you try to 
fool the bees with any other material, 
they are likely to pay you back by gnaw- 
ing out the foundation and throwing it 
away. An inch along the top of the 
frame will do to get the comb in place 
but it is better policy to fill your whole 
frame with a full sheet of foundation— 
your hive will thereby have more work- 
ing bees and fewer drones, and besides 
you save the bees a lot of working time 
which they will use in putting up honey. 

The principle of the movable-frame 
hive is that of the bee-space: that when 
bees have inside their hive a space more 
then three eights of an inch wide they 
will build comb into it, when they have 
a space of less then thrée sixteenths of 
an inch they will fill it up with bee-giue, 
but when a space is between these two 
widths they will keep it open as a pass- 
age. Therefore, let all the fittings of the 
hive be so accurately constructed that 
all parts which you want to keep separ- 
ate shall be between three sixteenths and 
three eights of an inch apart; where they 
have to touch, lét it be only at a point 
of along a narrow edge, so that the bee- 
glue shall have little hold, and let at 
least one of the two touching parts be of 
metal—a nail or wire or strip of tin— 
except at the points which yon are will- 
ing to have glued fast. The frames for 
combs can either be made not to touch 
each other at all and be spaced apart by 
your eye, (in which case, particularly 
in putting them back when full of bees, 
you are likly to bungle the job and get 
your space wrong) or be made to touch 
by metal staples or a wooden edge along 
part of the sides so that you get them 
spaced by just crowding them up till 
they touch; the wooden edge is approved 
because it is convenient to have them 
lightly glued so that you can handle two 
or three frames as a block when you 
want to. 

Frames and hives can be of various 
sizes. and shapes. . It is desirable to have 
them uniform so that you can always 
take a frame out of one hive and put it 
in another; and it is desirable to use the 
standardsizes of the factories so that you 
can use factory material When you want 
to, and so that if you want to sell hives 
of bees you can sell to a man who uses

by smoke. At first they used to tise 
tobacco smoke, and suppose that the 
narcoti¢ power of the tobacco did the 
work. Then they found that smo 
from ordinary materials like wood or 
cotton did as well. Now they begin to 
report that tobacco smoke positively 
does not work as well as the other 
smoke: you see, a leading part of the 
effect of smoke is to make the alarmed 
bees fill their stomachs with honey, 
which makes them peaceable, but thé 
effect of tobacco is (just as with humait 
kind) to get the dinnér out of the 
stomach again; this leaves a daub of 
honey all around, which is liable to 
start robbing—apart from the genéfal 
desirability of neatness in the béés’ 
housekeeping. A moderate amount 6f 
smoke from commonest fuels, blown ih 
with a béllows made for the purpdsé, 
does the work right; a good deal of 
variation in the quantity will do ne 
harm, but if you smoke and smoke, try- 
ing to smoke them as thoroughly as you 
know how, there is a danger of infuriat- 
ing them in thé end. An 6ld-fashionéd 
way, before the tse of stoke was univér- 
sal, was to sprinkle them Wéll with 
sweetened water and thus make them 
fill their stomachs in licking the sticki- 
ness off each others’ wings. As for kill- 
ing the bees to get the honey, that is 
supposed to be out of date now; it is too 
much like a cutworm’s eating down a 
whole plant to get @ meal of half an inch 
of stem. 

To make bees put-their honey where 
you can get it, remember that it is their 
instinct to put their brood in the middle 
and their honey around and above it, 
Therefore, first supply them with 
frames sufficient for rearing their 
young, and then give them room 
behind or above these—usually above— 
to store their surplus, whith you take. 
You will remember that they have to 
have food for themselves through the 
winter; but in a good season a surpris- 
ing lot of honey Can be taken from the 
bees and still léave them a winter 
store, particularly if you take the honey 
out of the comb with an extractor and 
put the comb back to be tised again. 

Through the winter they have to take 
enough exercise to keep from freezi

All the earmarks of German failure 
are embodied in the unusually verbose 
statement issued from Berlin, which 
departs from the usual crisp military 
style to indulge fn apology and re- 
crimination.. It contains nothing to 
show that the Germans have advanced 
one step since their first “poison 
bomb” dash, and, in fact, they have 
lost ground along the Yser canal.
